Israeli frogmen sink 
Lebanese freighter 


TYRE, Lebanon. April 27 
(R)--israeli frogmen planted 
underwater explosives on a 
Lebanese-owned freighter today 
and sank it at anchor off this 
southern port, Lebanese leftist 
sources reported. 

They said the vessel, identified 
as the Tareq. was carrying no 
cargo and no casualties were 
reported. 

According to the sources. 
Israeli gunboats were steaming off 
the coast just before the blast hit 
the Tareq. which usually trans¬ 
ports goods to Tyre from Cyprus 
and Greece. It was the second 
report in three days of a freighter 
being sunk by Israeli frogmen off 
southern Lebanon. 

On Tuesday police said the 
motorship Nevcen. flying the 
Greek flag although it had been 
sold to a Lebanese trader, went 
down off the port of Sidon after 
being shelled by Israeli gunboats. 

Israeli jets meanwhile main¬ 
tained their daily reconnaissance 
flights over the southern Lebanese 
coast, concentrating on Tyre. 
Sidon and the Palestinian-Ieftist 
stronghold of Nabatiyeh. 

As the planes broke the sound 
barrier while swooping over Tyre, 
residents poured out of the port 
city fearing more Israeli attacks 
.like the ones that went on for four 
days earlier in the week. 

About 30 people were killed 
and 100 wounded during four 
days of Israeli air. naval and artil¬ 
lery bombardments which fol¬ 
lowed a Palestinian commando 
raid in northern Israel last Sunday. 

Security Council 
called to debate 
Rhodesia election 

UNITED NATIONS, April 27 
(R)—The Security Council was 
called into session today to debate 
last week's Rhodesian elections, 
which the 15-nation body has 
already declared null and void. 

The request for the urgent 
meeting was submined by African 
member states through their 
group chairman, Francois Son- 
garet of the ivory Coast. • 

The move surprised some 
observers, coming so soon after 
the elections and the emergence of 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa as 
Rhodesia's first black prime 
minister. 

Black Africa had been thought 
more likely to wai: until Rhodesia 
completes the constitutional pro¬ 
cess at the end of May before mak¬ 
ing a move. 

The reason could be black Afri¬ 
can concern over mounting pres¬ 
sure in Britain and the U.S. to call 
off the 13-year-old economic 
blockade of the breakaway British 
colony, some sources said. 

One U.S. senator has already 
introduced a bill ihat would stop 
• President Carter continuing sanc¬ 
tions by executive order. 

In Britain, a conservative vic¬ 
tory in next week's general elec¬ 
tion could also bring a shift toward 
recognising Bishop Muzorewa’s. 
new administration.

If Israel intervenes the whole 
world will know the naked truth 
that Israel has annexed another 
portion of Arab territory." 

As an unofficial ceasefire 
appeared to be holding in the 
south, the speaker of the Leban¬ 
ese parliament urged a U.N. 
peacekeeping force (UNIFIL) in 
the area either to take over the 
rightist strongholds or to go home. 

Speaker Kamel Assad told 
reporters: “It would be better that 
these forces withdraw if it is 
proved that they are unable to 
carrv out their duties." 

The 6,000-strong UNIFIL 
arrived a year ago to supervise a 
withdrawal of Israeli invasion 
forces and help the government 
restore its authority in the south, 
but it has been firmly resisted by 
the right-wing militias. 

Foreign Minister I-uad Butrus 
has repeated that the Lebanese 
army, being rebuilt slowly fol¬ 
lowing the 1975-76 Lebanesecivil 
war. was incapable of resisting 
Israeli onslaughts against the bor¬ 
der region.

to Arab reaction 

WASHINGTON. April 27 (Rl 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance today urged a patient 
approach over Arab reaction 
towards the lsraeli-Egyptian 
peace treaty. But he ack¬ 
nowledged he had hoped for 
more cooperation from Saudi 
Arabia which opted to break 
lies with Egypt. 

He said there was no indi¬ 
cation that commitments pre¬ 
viously made to Egypt had been 
rescinded and said he had seen 
no changes in terms of broad 
investments in the country. 

Asked about Israeli establ¬ 
ishment of settlements in the 
occupied West Bank, Mr. 
Vance reiterated the U.S. pos¬ 
ition: “We believe the estab- 
lishement of settlements in 
occupied territory to be con¬ 
trary to law and an obstacle to 
peace, particularly as we begin 
to move forward to the next 
phase of negotiations.'* 

Mr. Vance said the Camp 
David framework and the peace 
treaty were a major first step, 
but that there would be no final 
peace until the Palestinian 
problem had been dealt with. 
He said he hoped other coun¬ 
tries would "begin to walk the 
path" that had been opened up.

Egyptian army officers 
to pay visits to Israel 

TEL AVIV, April 27 (R) — Israeli newspapers said today Egyptian 
army officers attending the first meeting of a joint Israel-Egypl 
military committee at Tassa in the U.N.-held buffer zone in the Sinai 
on Sunday will visit Israel later in the day. It will be the first visit to 
Israel by Egyptian officials since political talks between the two 
countries in occupied Jerusalem broke down shortly after they 
- started in .January 1978. 

Military correspondents accompanying Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman to Cairo reported that a group of officers would first visit 
AJ Arish to discuss with their Israeli counterparts arrangements for 
the hand-over of the Sinai capital on May 27 and decide where to set 
up Egyptian military and civil administration offices. They wiD later 
visit Tel Aviv as guests of the Israel army, the papers said. 

The correspondents said that Egyptian Defence Minister Gen. 
Kamel Hassan Ali will pay an official visit to Israel in June, after the 
return of Al Arish to Egypt. He will be accompanied by a group of 
seoior officers including Gen. Labib Sharab, head of Egyptian milit¬ 
ary intelligence. This will be a return visit to Otiro which ended roday 
by Mr. Weizman. 

Gen. Ali will be taken on a tour of Israel, visit Israeli military 
installations and hold talks with senior Israeli officers and officials, 
the papers said.

The Ben Elissar committee also 
made detailed recommendations 
on matters of mutual concern such 
as health problems and preventing 
drug smuggling between the two 
countries.

Asked whether Egypt would 
contact the PLO to try to slop the 
attacks, he said: “Not for the 
time-being." 

Gen. Ali said Israel's decision to 
set up more settlements on the 
Jordan West Bank would not help 
speed up the peace process and 
would make the forthcoming talks 
difficult. 

Mr. Weizman. asked to com¬ 
ment. said; "We do understand 
Egypt’s problems in the .Arab 
World but I hope the Egyptian 
authorities do understand some of 
our problems." 

Mr. Weizman said that Pres¬ 
ident Anwar Sadat and Israeli 
Premier Menachem Begin would 
study a suggestion by Romanian 
President Nicolae Ceausescu that 
there should be a peace con¬ 
ference in Geneva with the par¬ 
ticipation of Palestinian rep¬ 
resentatives to complete peace in 
the Middle East. 

Mr. Ceausescu, who made the 
suggestion after brief talks with 
President Sadat in Ismailia on 
Wednesday, apparently had in 
mind the reconvening of the 
Geneva Middle East peace con¬ 
ference.

Emirates — provided a two billion dollar fund 
for aid to a wide range of economic develop- 
ment projects. 

Last week , the Organisation of Arab Pet¬ 
roleum Exporting Countries (OAPEC) sus¬ 
pended Cairo's membership and imposed an 
embargo on oil shipments toEgypi. An official 
statement.said the suspension also applies to 
Egypt's, participation m three multi-million 
dollar oil-related companies established by 
OAPEC. 

The Middle East Reporter, a well-informed 
Lebanese news digest, said the embargo means 
that Egypt will have to seek oil from outside 
. the Arab World — previously its main supplier. 


The digest said that although Egypt produces 
an average of half a million barrels daily and is 
a net exporter of oil, it has to import about 
$159 raDlion worth of special types annually to 
mix with its own for local consumption. 

The growing list of concerns which have 
expelled Egypt in the past few days includes 
the Arab Investment Company, the Arab Fund 
for Economic and Social Development, the 
Arab Bank for Economic Development in 
Africa and the Amman-based Arab Mining 
Company. 

Saudi Arabian Defence Minister Prince Sul¬ 
tan meanwhile disclosed that the future of the 
Cairo-based Arab (military) Industries Organ¬ 
isation (AiO) was still being considered. 

The AIO was established in 1975 to help 
Cairo diversify its military, resources after a 
long period of dependence on the Soviet 
. Union. The initial capital of more than one 
billion dollars was provided by Saudi Arabia, 
Qatar and the United Arab Emirates, with 
Egypt supplying the manpower. 

Faced with this avalanche of rejection, Pres¬ 
ident Sadaf has reacted with a predictable lack 
of concern and scathing attacks on his Arab 
critics. Commenting on Kuwait’s decision to 


break off relations last Sunday, Mr. Sadat said: 
“We will not allow the destiny of Egypt to be 
determined by dwarfs and madmen." 

His ministry of economic cooperation later 
attempted to allay fears about the effects of 
sanctions on the shaky Egyptian economy by 
disclosing that the country is scheduled to 
receive three billion dollars in loans and grants 
from the United States, Europe, Japan and 
international finance organisations. 

The impact of the Arab boycott will depend 
largely on the conservative rulers of Saudi 
Arabia, Announcing the decision to sever 
political and diplomatic ties with Cairo. Infor¬ 
mation Minister Mohammed Abdo Yamani 
said Saudi Arabia "hopes that the causes which 
led to it will disappear so that relations bet¬ 
ween the two countries will return to normal.” 

Significantly, Dr. Yamani's statement made 
no reference to the kingdom’s vital economic 
assistance to Egypt. Defence Minister Prince 
Sultan said later that Saudi Arabia had already 
paid for the projected sale of 50 U.S. F-5E 
planes to Egypt, 

Saudi Arabia has exerted powerful influence 
to avert the threat of even tougher punitive 
measures proposed by radical Arab states and 


the Palestine Liberation Organisation. 

Nevertheless, the exchange of Egyptian and 
Israeli treaty ratifications in the Sinai Desert 
on Wednesday has ensured that Egypt will 
remain an outcast in the Arab World for a long 
time to come. (Reuter) 

Rabat, Tunis break 
relations with Cairo 

TUNIS, April 27 (Rj—Tunisia announced today 
that it had decided to break off diplomatic rela¬ 
tions with Egypt. A government cdmmiurique 
said the decision was taken to conform with the 
recommendation of the Arab ministerial con¬ 
ference held in Baghdad last month. 

Tunisia is the 15th state to sever ties with 
Egypt following the signing of the Egyptian-

relations with Egypt, lt became the I4th Arab 
country to sever relations with Egypt. 

Because of the Moroccan move Egypt is not 
expected to attend the 10th conference of 
Islamic forefen ministers due to open in Fez, 
central Morocco, on May 8.

He spoke of the task of with¬ 
drawing from Sinai, saying from 
the security point of view it was a 
very big risk. However, he said. 
Israel considered the risk worth¬ 
while in order to have peace. 

At a 45-minute meeting today 
with Mr. Dayan. Prime Minister 
and Foreign Minister Kirtmidhi 
Bista welcomed the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace treaty as a step in the 
right direction. 

Mr. Dayan said Israel sup¬ 
ported King Birendra's call for 
Nepal to be declared a zone of 
peace. The zone of peace concept 
is intended to permit Nepal to 
devote its scanty resources to 
economic development. Mr. Bista 
said that at the meeting Nepal 
expressed concern for the safety of 
its contingent with the United 
Nations Interim Force in Lebanon 
(UNIFIL). 
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All an illusion 

ISRAEL HAS LONG managed to portray itself to the 
world us more sinned against than sinning, and the cres¬ 
cendo of this self-righteousness can he expected to rise now 
as the Israelis hide behind the “legitimacy" of the peace 
treaty with Egypt. 

Never mind the fact that Israel remains in brutal occu¬ 
pation of the Arab homeland, the world is told. Neser mind 
the fact that Israeli bombs are falling on civilians in south¬ 
ern Lebanon. It is nil someone else's fault. 

That's what General Davan is sax ing x\ hen he urges the 
non-aligned nations to fall in line behind Israel and Egypt, 
and piously expresses the hope that the Arabs will give up 
their “war" against Israel. 

And that's what General Weizman is saying when he 
piously expresses regret that Israel's "war" with the Pales¬ 
tine Liberation Organisation is an “unfortunate constant 
struggle" which could spoil the atmosphere of the forth¬ 
coming Egyptian-Israel talks un Palestinian "autonomy." 

Egypt, continuing its policy of trying to have things both 
ways, joins in this chorus of tut-tutting by expressing the 
hope that both the “attacks on north Israel" and the "sub¬ 
sequent Israeli retaliations" will stop in the interest of the 
future negotiations. 

In other words, the conflict is being stripped of any 
element of cause and effect. 

To much of the world, at least to those parts who 
sympathise with what is port raxed as the first serious 
attempt in 30 years to achieve a peace settlement between 
Israel and one of its Arab neighbours, the origins of this' 
historic conflict are fast being lost in the euphoria of the 
moment. 

This, of course, is precisely one of the things which 
Israel has in mind in pursuing a separate peace with Egypt. 
It is a crucial element of the Camp Daxid process that 
minimal gestures should be portrayed as grand con¬ 
cessions. that the basic and crucial elements at the heart of 
the Arab-Israeli conflict should be portrayed as questions 
for future negotiation, and. above all. that a dangerous 
and calculated arrangement which gives the blessing to 
Israeli aggression and occupation, and contains the seeds of 
nightmarish future conflict over fundamental questions of 
right and justice, should be portrayed as a great victory for 
peace. 

This is the grand deception which we are all xvitnessing 
with mounting trepidation. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL RAM FRIDAY CRITICISES the U.N. Security Council for 
not adopting u resolution condemning the Israeli attacks on 
southern Lebanon. It also criticises the European Economic 
Community I EEC) for expressing satisfaction with the Egyptian- 
Isracli separate treaty. 

The paper believesihat the parry which frustrated the will of the 
Security Council tn adopt an effective resolution to end the com¬ 
plex situation in southern Lebanon is the same one that has 
effected the prospective EEC support tor both Israel and Egypt. 

Referring to President Hafez A1 Assad's recent statement cal¬ 
ling on the Arabs to do their utmost to fill the vacuum created by 
Egypt's exit from the Arab nation, the paper says that th«: gaps 
"that need to be filled are too many and the vacuum is too great. 

AL DUSTOUR believes that the statements recently made by 
Syrian President Hafez Al Assad tor radio Monte Carlo, and His 
Majesty King Hussein's statements to the London based Middle 
East magazine, together with those of the Saudi foreign minister 
all suggest that the Arab resistance to the Egyptian-Israeli 
"capitulation treaty" is entering the phase of "programmed Arab 
action" capable of transferring the Arab issue to the U.N. 

The paper further supports the Romanian. French. Soviet and 
British positions calling for a comprehensive settlement of the 
Arab issue within the framework of the United Nations. 

The paper calls on the Arabs to combine their efforts with those 
of the countries expressing reservations vis-a-vis the separate 
Egyptian-Israeli treatv in order to set the Arab issue dealt with by 
the U.N.

AMMAN. April 27 — The curtain 
didn't rise at the Jordan Theatre 
last night. Instead, the stage stood 
open for the audience to wonder 
how the ten chairs in a semi-circle 
and the large trunk in the centre 
would be employed by the Lon¬ 
don 'Shakespeare Group in their 
performance of Hamlet and 
Twelfth Night 

The audience didn't have to 
wait long. At 8 p.m. sharp.the 
lights dimmed and guitar toting 
John Fraser entered from back- 
stage and walked briskly to the 
front followed by the other three 
members of the group whom he 
introduced as Gary Raymond. 
Delena Kidd and Suzan Farmer. 

A very brief introduction by- 
Fraser about the group and the 
programme followed, it included 
an explanation of the mystery of 
the trunk and the chairs: “As you 
can see we are only four. The 
other 25 are in the trunk." 

A line was drawn by Gary Ray¬ 
mond in front of the semi-circle of 
chairs: “Outside the line we are 
like you. observers, inside it we 
are actors.*’ explained Fraser. 
Indicating his guitar he added. 
"This is the orchestra". 

While he was concluding his 
introduction, the other three took 
the costume items and props 
needed for Hamlet out of the 
trunk and distributed them on the 
chairs. The play began. 

Hamlet was opened with a nar¬ 
ration bv Suzan Farmer that gave 
a brief background sketch of the 
story and the plight we find Ham¬ 
let in when the action begins. Gary 
Raymond is indeed an agonised 
Hamlet and early in the play con¬ 
vinces the audience that the anger 
and hatred he has for his 
uncle—who has married his 
mother all too soon after mur¬ 
dering his father, as Hamlet learns 
from his father s spirit — is bound 
to lead to murder and death. 

John Fraser is the uncle. 
Claudius, so bitterly resented by 
Hamlet. He is tom between ambi¬ 
tions and desires and a growing 
sense of guilt. He is trapped by his 
own ambivalence and. guessing 
that Hamlet has found him out, 
seeks to rid himself of his nephew. 
Fraser also provides a we lcome 
“frumorous"'interlude's the 
gravedigger and. in the final scene, 
takes the part of Laertes who, 
conniving with Claudius, fights a 
due! with Hamlet. Hamlet is 
pricked by the poisoned tip of 
Laertes' rapier but manages to kill 
his adversary' before dying him¬ 
self. 

Gertrude. Hamlet's mother and 
wife of Claudius, is played by 
Delena Kidd. By marrying her 
brother-in-law. she has alienated 
her son who will not allow her to 
forget her former husband and 
tenures her mentally by making 
her feel guilty for accepting 
Claudius. Perhaps the most tragic 
victim of a play full of tragic 
characters is Ophelia. Her love for 
Hamlet is spumed and her father 
is accidentally killed by the very 
one she loves. Suzan Farmer 
leaves her narration to show us, • 
very convincingly too. just how 
mad Ophelia becomes as a result 
of these overwhelming crises in 
her life. It is no surprise*when later 
we hear of her death. 

After a short intermission, the 
group got right into action with 
John Fraser accompanying him¬ 
self on his “orchestra" for the 
opening song of Twelfih Night. “If 
music be the food of love, play - 
on." says Gary Raymond, in the 
role of Duke Orsino. This time the 
action that swirls around that 
Pandora’s box of a trunk is all in a 
humorous vein. Raymond, in 
addition to acting the part of love- 
lost Orsino. also takes on the role 
of empty-headed Sir Andrew 
Aguecheek who, together with Sir 
Toby Belch (played by John 
Fraserl gets the audience roaring 
with laughter. 

John Fraser also plays the 
ridiculous Malvolio whose comic 
idiocy delights the audience every 


time it appears, which is every 
time he essays to utter a word or 
move a limb. 

We first see Delena Kidd as the 
saucy maid Maria, who is more 
than'a match for the drunken Sir 
Toby and half-wit Sir Andrew. 
She is then transformed into 
Maria's mistress, the haughty and 
aloof Olivia, object of Oreino's 
passionate yet futile love. 

When Viola, played by Suzan 
Farmer, who has disguised herself 
as a boy. Cesario to be able to 
enter Orsino's court is sent by 
Orsino to convey his love to 
Olivia, a most humorous scene 
develops as the arrogant lady finds 
herself most attracted to Cesario. 

Viola, in the meantime, has fal¬ 
len in love with Orsino. The whole 
delightful mess doesn't get resol¬ 
ved until Viola's twin brother 
Sebastian appears on the scene (as 
narrated by Gary Raymond) and 
marries Olivia: Orsino realises 
who Cesario really is and marries 
her; and Sir Toby marries Maria. 
In the final scene. Malvolio. who 
by a trick of Maria has been 
judged mad and put away, is 
released from prison and swears to 
get revenge. He 'Stalks off the 
“stage”, yellow-stockinged and 
cross-gartered, with this intent in 
mind. A moment later Fraser, 
again the minstrel, goes to centre 
stage and is joined by the other 
three for a concluding song. 

Putting on extracts from two of 
Shakespeare's plays in one per¬ 
formance is a format designed 
especially for English students 
who have the plays on their cur¬ 
ricula . and is particularly suited 
for a small troupe such as the Lon¬ 
don Shakespeare Group who have 
to travel and perform on a limited 
budget. literally acting out of a 
trunk, and who have, very nearly, 
the whole world for their stage. 

In an interview after last night's 
performance the four players told 
the Jordan Times that their pre¬ 
sent tour, which will end when 
they play in Cyprus after leaving 
here, has been a great success. 
After touring in South East .Asia 
they put on performances in 
Bahrain, Qatar. Iraq and Syria 
where “the response was terrific." 


particularly, in the last two coun¬ 
tries. They were the first theatre 
group of their kind in the last 20 
years to play in Syria. In both 
Damascus and Aieppc. where, as 
in Iraq. local groups were pro¬ 
ducing their own plays, the 
theatres where tbe London 
Shakespeare Group performed 
were nevertheless packed and 
audiences wens very enthusiastic. 

In last night's performance it 
seemed that the shortening of the 
two plays to approximately *0 
minutes-worth of scenes each 
affected Hamlet more -ban it did 
Twelfih Sight. The former 
required more narration than the 
latter and the end was reached 
before the full dramatic buildup to 
the climax could take place. In the 


second pi ay there were few. breaks 
in the action and the audience 
obviously followed the sequence 
of events with ease. Being a com¬ 
edy. it also had the natural advan¬ 
tage of in eluding many scenes 
where an understanding of the 
dialogue was not essential for at 
least a partial appreciation of the 

bumour. . 

Seeing a Shakespearean 
tragedy and comedy back to back 
did offer a unique opportunity for 
admiring tbe mind of their creator 
which embraced the spectrum of 
human emotions so well and 
delved so knowingly into the many 
facets of human nature. One was 
reminded that it is precisely this 
quality of being true to life that 
makes Shakespeare the constant

The big surprise of 
the evening session was Czechoslovakia's victory over North 
Korea in the women’s team cup with the host country's world 
champion Hak Yung'Sun suffering two defeats. Ilona Chlikoya. 
who ranks 13 in the world standings, and young Marie Hrachova 
both beat Pak. who has won the women's singles at the last two 
world championship*. Pak and Uhlikova met in the deciding 
match. The Czechoslovak girl won the first game 21-13 and then 
dropped the second 15-21. In the third. Pak retrieved a 20-17 
deficit but Uhlikova finally made it 22-20. In other group "A” 
matches tor the men's team cup. North Korea beat Romania 5-1 
and edged Yugoslavia 5-4. while China had an easy 5-0 win over 
the United States after their defeat by Hungary, "in group “B". 
Japan and Czechoslovaku maintained their unbeaten records. 
Japan had an easy 5-0 victory over Australia, but were stretched 
to eight game' before defeating England 5-3. Czechoslovakia 
beat Sweden and Denmark by 5-1 margins and trounced 
Australia 5-H.

Chinese forces invaded Vie- 
nam after Vietnamese-backed 
urces toppled the government of 
iampuchean leader Pol Pot. 

Mr. Brezhnev added that the

.re also for a firm riposte to 
geression it this is necessary." 

In his reply. Mr. Giscard d'Esta- 
nc thanked his hosts for "the 
estraint shown by the Soviet 
Jnion during the recent events in 
H.>utheast Asia. 

Vietnam and the Soviet L’nion 


are linked by a friendship treaty 
which provides for consultations if 
one of the countries is attacked. 

The remarks came at the start of 
a three-day visit by the French 
President. Last year. France said it 
had agreed to sell China defensive 
missiles. 

The Soviet U nion has 
repeatedly warned the West 
against selling China arms, a topic 
which seemed certain to arise dur¬ 
ing Mr. Giscard d'Estamg's first 
full round of talks with Mr. 
Brezhnev. 

In Hanoi. Vietnam assured 
United Nations Secretary-Ge¬ 
neral Kurt Waldheim that the 
former U.S. naval facility at Cam 
Ranh will not become a Soviet 
base and will remain under Vie¬ 
tnamese control.

jENEVA. April 27 (Rl— Private firms and state concerns which are 
liven permission to scoop up minerals from the commonlv-owned 
■eabed will have to disclose details of their technology to an inter- 
lational enterprise, according to a draft article of the world’s first law 
if the sea. 

The enterprise will be part of a proposed international seabed 
iuthority which alone can hand out contracts for mining the man¬ 
ganese. nickel, copper and cobalt nodules on the seabed beyond 
individual 200 -mile economic zones. 

■The draft article, one of 400 being finalised at the long-running 
-foiled Nations Law of the Sea Conference, is an effort to equate the 
demand^ of Western consortia already geared to mine the deep, and 
those of developing countries which have neither the technology nor 
capital. 

Sri Lanka's Shirley Amerasinghe. chairman of the 159-nation 
conference, said yesterday it was hoped to produce a preparatory 
draft for a final revision of the treaty when the present session ends 
here today. 

The international authority is to be composed of seabed mining 
countries, those exporting and importing the minerals, and develop¬ 
ing nations, it will also set production ceilings in connection with any 
future commodity agreements on the metals concerned, according to 
another draft article. 

Agreement is within reach on ways of financing the authority, 
taxing mining profits, on the exact composition of the body and how 
disputes over mining rights should be settled, according to reports by 
different negotiation groups. 

Mr. Amerasinghe said the conference was unlikely to produce a 
final revised text by today, as had been hoped at the start of the 
six-week session, and that all countries were entitled to reserve their 
opinions on various articles until the whole document could be 
adopted by consensus.

NRC considers closing 7 nuclear plants 


WASHINGTON. April 27 
l Rl—The U.S. Nuclear Reg¬ 
ulatory Commission (NRC). 
deeply divided over whether to 
close seven reactors similar to one 
which broke down and spewed 
radiation into the atmosphere last 
month, will debate the issue today 
for the third successive day. 

A decision had been expected 
on Monday, after the NRC held a 
public hearing on a recom¬ 
mendation by members of its staff 
that the seven Badcock and Wil- 
,cox (B and W) reactors be closed 
down on the grounds of public 
safety. 

The reactor which broke down 
at Three Mile Island in Pennsy¬ 
lvania last month, forcing the 
evacuation of pregnant women 
and young children from the sur¬ 


rounding area, was made bv 8 and 
W. 


Companies which operate the 
reactors told NRC commissioners 
at the hearing that closing them 
down could precipitate an energy- 
crisis and drastically increase 
power costs. 

The seven reactors are situated 
in Florida, Arkansas. California. 
South Carolina and Ohio. 


cussing the question intensely. 

Mr. Hendrie. whose own staff 
have recommended shutdowns, 
told a hearing yesterday: "The 
power supply is indeed going to be 
critical if these plants are shut 
down.”

PEKING—A question mark still 
hangs over the long-term future of 
Hong Kong, although recent con¬ 
tacts between China, and the col¬ 
ony's government seem to have 
ensured its survival at least for the 
foreseeable future. 

In sharp contrast to the situ¬ 
ation only a decade ago. current 
relations between China and the 
tiny British colony on its southern 
coast are excellent and ties bet¬ 
ween the two are growing all the 
time- 

China’s leader have ambitious 
modernisation plans for their 
country, and they realise the 
extent to which Hong Kong, one 
of the economic success stories of 
the last 30 years, can help them. 

The new relationship between 
the two was underlined by the 
recent visit to China of the col¬ 
ony's governor. Sir Murray Mac- 
lehose. who became the first Hong 
Kong governor officially to visit 
Peking. 

“There used to be, as it were, a 
screen between the Hong Kong 
official establishment and Chinese 
officials in Hong Kong, Canton 
and Peking.” Sir Murray told a 
press conference on his return to 
Hong Kong. 

“As relations have improved, 
the screen has gradually dissolved. 


It has now gone." 

The screen took the form of 
often violent confrontation during 
the late sixties as the turmoil of the 
Cultural Revolution spilled over 
into Hong Kong. But the abuse 
which the Chinese media then 
hurled at the colony and the "brut¬ 
ish imperialists” who rule it has 
long since ended. 

The Chinese do not regard 
Hong Kong as a colony. They see 
it as a part of China under tem¬ 
porary British administration, and 
as a problem to be solved when the 
time is right. 

Hong Kong is vitally important 
to China. The colony is China's 
largest source of foreign exchange 
and the country's second most 
important trading partner after 
Japan, and the Chinese Gov¬ 
ern ipent has an active interest in 
promoting Hong Kong's stability 
and prosperity. 

Most of the food and much of 
the water and oil consumed in 
Hong Kong is supplied by China in 
return for much-needed foreign 
exchange, and China-owned 
companies and banks are playing 
an ever-increasing role in the col¬ 
ony's economic life. 

The governor said officials he 
met on his trip constantly stressed 
the value of/Hong Kong to China, 
and the importance of maintaining 
confidence and investment in the

colony. 

The question of business con¬ 
fidence in Hong Kong is linked to 
the lease on the greater pan of 
Hong Kong which runs out in 
1977. 

Hong Kong Island 3 nd Kow¬ 
loon were ceded to Britain in per¬ 
petuity, but the new territories, 
which make up more than 90 per 
cent of the colony’s land area, 
were handed over’in 1898 on a 
99-year lease. If China did take 
the new territories back when the 
lease expired, it is highly unlikely 
that Britain would attempt to hold 
on to just the island and Kowloon. 

But the lease is a red herring: 
the Chinese Government does not 
recognise the treaty that estab¬ 
lished it, and Hong Kong will 
almost certainly continue in its 
present role for as long as it is use¬ 
ful to China. 

The Portuguese territory of 
Macao, 65 kilometres west of 
Hong Kong across the mouth of 
the Pearl River, is in a similar situ¬ 
ation, although it is much smaller 


and less prosperous than the Brit¬ 
ish colony. 

The only part of the former Por¬ 
tuguese empire still under Por¬ 
tuguese administration, Macao is 
regarded by neither side as a col¬ 
ony. When China and Porrugal 
established diplomatic relations in 
February, both countries emphas¬ 
ised that there would be no change- 
in the territory's status. 

With its conciliatory stance 
towards nationalist-he Id Taiwan. 
China has pledged that the island 
can retain its economic and social 
structure once it is politically re¬ 
integrated with the mainland, so 
as to reassure the Taiwanese that 
their comparatively high standard 
of living will not suffer as a result 

Whether the people of Taiwan, 
ever take up the suggestion 
remains to be seen, but it points to 
a possible solution of the problem, 
of Hong Kong and Macao when 
the Chinese authorities finally 
deride that a change is necessary..
